attitude of the Goisaitte# ms quite different In the leaflets 
from that allegedly eytaced by ^a GcuaBlttse repreaentatlToa, aiul 
appeared dealgned to acdiieve ends alieu to Albanien interests. 
Howerer, since the leaflets had alreacy been dropped, nothing 
eould be done about It. 


2. Zn the aeetlag of Italian iatelllgenoe offieers deserlbed 
above it ms stated that the British move vas so deolslT# and 
serious ttiat tliei'e was a danger of partition of Albania, under the 
Tsixy eyes of Italy, to her Inswitabls and grew inre^ioe. The 
point of Tisv was aoofnrdingly eaqprwised that ^ Italians nust 
hare timely knowledge of any pleaM iiw4e or ooiuildex^ by the Gosn- 
xilttee for Free Albania In Italy «• abroad whioh night robot to 
the detriment of Italy or to the adrimta!?© of other oountries con- 
oemecT with Albania. 

3. It was stated that opera tlom und®rt4dcen thus far to 
determine the aotlTlties of iiie Gcsotlttee for Free Albania In 
Eoaw, and espeeially at tlie neetlng place at Via Livorno /;2, 
spartioent 11, had been unsuccessful. It was therefore felt neoeae 
sory to attempt to oorrapt a member of the Coisaittee or, barring 
that, to effect a penetration of the OcMsmittee headquarters. In 
any oase, It war. doRired to proceed to the identification of the
